FATE OF SEYLER. 
IN BALANCE 


Case Will Probably Reach the 


Jury Today. 


ACCUSED 
WILL 
TESTIFY 


Defense 
Attempts 
to 
Prove 
Styler 


Left Pier In Ignorance of Fate of 


Jan e Adams. 


Mays Landing, N. J., May 25.—The 
case id W ill ia m Seyler, charged with 
the m urder of J a n e Adams, will prob 
ably go to the jury today. The state 
will a sk for a conviction of m urder in 
the first degree. Seyler is confident of 
an acquittal. 
In his opening address to th e Jury 
l a w y e r Gaskill outlined the defense. 
“W e will show- you that Orvls and Wil­ 
liam left home together on tbs night 
cf the tragedy,” said Gaskill; 
"that 
they met the A dam s girls at the Luna 
moving picture allow on Atlantic ave­ 
nue, At the suggestion of Orvis they 
went to the Million Dollar pier. not 
without rem onstrance ob the part of 
the elder brother. They passed out to 
the first net haul, which is unlighted 
during the winter. A strong west gale 
was blowing at the rate of nine miles 
an hour. 
Aile# and Orvls went by 
them selves to one side of the pier, 
leaving Jane and Will together. 
Will 
started back to the boardwalk, but 
heard June call 
Thinking it wrong 
to leave the girl alone, he retraced his 
steps 
Failing to see her near the 
wave motor, where he had left her, 
and supposing site had given him the 
slip aud gone off with Alice and Orvis, 
he left the pier and went to the Hotel 
Chelsea to look for a position there. 
He then went home, arriving there 
shortly after eight o'clock. The next 
day he left with his brother for Vir 
gtnia to seek em ploym ent and a few 
days later was placed under arrest at 
Petersburg for J a n e ’s murder." 
Seyler himself will be called to tbs 
stand, and the case will go to the jury 
after the argum ents of counsel. 
When Seyler was brought into court 
yesterday his little girl. Bessie, who 
was in the audience with her mother, 
caught sight of him and with a glad 
cry of "Dada,” rushed up to the en 
closure, clam bered into S ty le rs lap 
and smothered him with kisses. She 
was allowed to rem ain until Justice 
Trettchard ascended the bench, when 
the child was takeu back to Mrs. Sey­ 
ler.

IN RIOT AT MINE 


Stab Troopers god Strikers in 


Fight hear Wilkes-Barre. 


Wilkes Barre, Pa . M a> ^ 5 
During 
rioting and shooting in the vicinity of 
No. 14 colliery of th# Penney I vault 
Coal company, four tulles from this 
city. Tony Bemad! was fatally wound 
<*d, Frank Sesto was shot in the lindy. 
State Trooper Offendahl was badly in 
lured and Peter Zurla was wounded 
in the hand 
Besides then* a number 
of rioters, men and women, were club 
bed, and some may have been wound 
t»d by shots fired by the troopers and 
carried off b> their friends. 
Knowing that, following the action 
of the coni illation board ordering the 
mine workers to return to work, the 
coal company officials would m ake an 
effort to operate No. 14 mine, atrikers 
picketed all the roads and paths lead­ 
ing to the mine during the night, ami 
frequently Hied at the troopers and 
other guards at the mine, but at loo 
great a range to do any damage. 
it was during the night that Bar- 
nadi and Sesto were shot on roads 
near the mine, and It is believed they 
were mistaken for worker* by the 
men doing picket duty. 
At working 
time some men tried to get to the 
mine. but were run off or beaten by 
the picketers, who were reinforced by 
several 
hundred 
men, 
women 
and 
boys 
The women were particularly 
daring and vicious in their attacks, 
using stones and clubs freely. 
in one iiiHtance Trooper Offendahl 
spurred his horse at a group which 
was assaulting a worker. A blow with 
a club felled the horse, however, anc 
Offendahl wan pulled down and badly 
beaten before his fellow troopers could 
rescue him. 
They fired over the heads 
of the crowd and then at their feet, 
and after a hard struggle drove them 
off Offeudalh held on to P eter Zurla 
and he was lodged In Jail. 
Despite the orders issued by the 
conciliation board for Hie 7000 strik­ 
ing mine workers of the Pennsylvania 
Coal company to return to work, few 
returned. 
President McEuanay. of the 
Mine W orkers’ union, who urged them 
to return, was threatened with death 
if he did not leave town 
Ninety per cent of the strikers are 
non uuion men and the union officials 
have no control over them.

As a result of experiment* which 
were conducted ut the Colorado horti­ 
cultural atatiou last season by P ro­ 
fessor Weldon, field entomologist, it 
was found that flower* of sulphur, one 
pound to three gallon* of water, with 
enough soap so that the sulphur would 
mix with the water, was a very e f ­ 
fective insecticide when used a* a 
sum m er spray for rhe brown aphis. 
Apple, peach, plum. cherry, pear and 
almond tree** were found more or less 
affected by the pest. Tobacco p rep ara­ 
tions were found effective in killing 
the mites, but not the eggs, several 
treatm ents being required to dispose 
of the mites 
Oil sprays penetrated 
and killed many of the eggs. but were

strongly im pregnated with alkali. 


While the mistletoe occupies a sort 
of poetic place in people’s estimation 
ami is the cause of interesting tran s­ 
actions at the holiday sea sou and on 
sundry social occasions, it is produced 
at a fearful cost In tree life, parti, u 
lariy of a few varieties of oak*, on 
which it sponges for Its existem-e 
W hite oaks three feet nm! more in 
diam eter aud solid to the core are d*.in­ 
to death by this parasitic pest. 
While 
the seeds of the mistletoe are depos­ 
ited by birds on fences, buildings and 
even on the truuk and litubs of fruit 
trees, they seem to take root on Ii on 
rough surfaces, the limbs of the oak 
being especially favorable In this par­ 
ticular 
Once the root of the little 
plant gets a f**oth«*ld it grows vigor 
ously, its tissue becoming closely unit 
ed with that of the limb on which It 
grows. 
In sections where it is found 
it is often gathered at holiday time 
and shipped to the larger markets. 
where from $8 to $10 per ton Is paid 
for It

In “ Deer Farm ing In the United 
States,” a bulletin issued by the de­ 
partment of agriculture, the economic 
possibilities of raising deer and elk in 
the United States are discussed.

In the same way big 
melons and squashes are the result of 
snipping off all but oue or two blos­ 
soms, fertilizing the vines heavily aud 
covering the Joints wide ii touch the 
earth with soil. when new root sys­ 
tems are developed which aid In the 
feeding of the plants. 
As soon as the

vines should be so pruned as to throw 
the whole strength of the plant Into 
tbarn.
